The history of the Pokanoket is a 
checkered one. 
The iron hull was completed, 


but the boilers, although built, had not been 
put iu, when the receiver took charge. 
The 


steamboat company had met its payments, 
but the receiver endeavored to retain the 
hull as part of the assets. 
Llligation fol- 


lowed^ and watchmen were put on the hull 
night, and day. Oue fine day, however, 
whenjan international yacht race was taking 
place in the vicinity of Sandy Hook, a small 
tugboat with a determined crew on board, 
under,the charge of Captain Tyler, of the 
Pokanoket, took advantage of the situation. 
Tugs were flying helter skelter, and every 
man at the Brooklyn wharf who could get 
away to see the race, had gone. 
Only two 


men were watching the Pokanoket's hull. 
One had been lured off on the wharf when 
the strange tug had sided up to the new hull. 
In aji'ffy the wharf lines were cut and the hull 
was on its way to the Jersey shore in tow of 
the tug. Moored at Jersey City, another 
oourt had to be appealed to, which made 
delay a matter of necessity. 
The N^w York- 


ers therefore undertook to forcibly regain the 
hull, bat they were mtt at the po nt of a pia- 
tol and failed. The hull was then hurried 
off to Philadelphia. 
More law attachments 


followed, bonds were given, the boat was fin- 
ished and took her place in the Delaware, 
but between accidents and continuous litiga- 
tion her career was much ruffled.

lanKUBRo shall bo tho official language 
of the state, tho tongue taught in 
the schools of Bohemia. 
A bill mak- 


ing the Czech language co-ordinate 
with tho Gorman in otfloial documents 
and in school was up for passage in tho 
parliament. Tho German minority re- 
sorted to tho role of obstructionists and 
did all they could day after day to pre- 
vent by delay tho enactment of the law. 
There is a large German population in 
Bohemia, and tho proposition to niako 
the Czech language equal to tho Ger- 
man officially was extremely distasteful 
to them. 


The most obstructive and violent of 


the German deputies were finally forci- 
bly expollod from the chamber by or- 
der of tho president, Horr von Abra- 
hamovios, who himself was kicked and 
be.iten by enraged opponents. The Ger- 
mim deputies labor under the misfor- 
tune of having for their leader in the 
relchsrath Dr. Wolff, a man of coarse 
and quarrelsome nature. 


A task which will cover him with 


distinction and redound to tho benefit of 
his country is that intrusted by the

A Condition Not an Excuse. 
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United States and "West Indies. 
The Review of Eoviews does well to 


call attention to the need of a closer 
watch by the United States over tho 
West Indies. 
Those islands are suf- 


fering from a grievous industrial de- 
cline, shared alike by Cuba. Jamaica, 
H.iiti, Santo Domingo aud tho smaller 
ones. Tho movement of civilization in 
the islands is universally retrograde in- 
stead of forward for some reason. "As 
compared with the West Indies, the 
march of improvement all over tho con- 
tinent of Africa is in this decade nt a 
many times greater rate." 


The Review declares quite correctly 


that any movement which shall tend to 
lift these islands out of their "politi- 
cal, social and industrial quagmire" 
must oome from the United States, 
of Haiti and Santo Domingo under our moral 
in (luonco and protection to n far greater ox- 
ti nt than heretofore. To that end our ftovorn 
utant might well attach greater importance to 
our representation in those republics by lu- 
rrenBing diplomatic nnd consular aalariea, by 
Minding natal vessels more frequently to visit 
the Island, and by pressing to a conclusion 
ciur long continued negotiations for a port and 
n settling station. American commercial in- 
1 crests In the island might moreover bo In- 
croftBed very oonwldorftbly under n reasonable 
umount of encouragement. 


Dr. Shaw thinks it would be unfor- 


tunate indeed if tho American company 
which holds the foreign debt of Haiti 
and administers its finances should sell 
out to a European syndicate. The Unit- 
ed States is the country which should 
help the West Indies by its moral power 
uud its encouragement, and we should 
see to it that our influence remains par- 
amount in at least all the independent 
West Indies.

They como in 
boxot. containing hundreds of dozens each, 
packt d in chopped straw. A few eggs iu 
this country lire still packed in straw in 
barrels, but tho now well nigh commonly 
used American,egg package, is a box con- 
taining SO or SO dozens. 
Tho eggs are 


packed in the now fmuiltar strawboard 
racks, which,aro called illkirs. The eggs 
ore stood orvend, each in n plgeonholo by 
itself, six dozen eggs In n layer. There are 
shoots of strawboard between the layers, 
and eggs are packod some five and some 
nix layers to tlio box. Eggsfuro most costly 
in winter, but cold. storagujliiis done much 
to equalize the price of 5 eggs the year 
round.—New York Sun.

Those flsh which have scales ore in gen- 


eral tho most easily digested and the best, 
and of all these flsh tho fresh herring ap- 
pears to deserve the preference. 
The her- 


ring, codfish, turbot and flounder are per- 
haps the most digestible and best of fish. 
Salmon and mackerel, lobster and most 
other kinds of shellfish are more difficult 
of digestion. 
Tho mode of cooking fish is 


of considerable importance. Frying them 
in oil or lard is an objectionable process. 
In general the process of boiling is best 
adapted to render them wholesome. Stewed 
flsh should bo avoided by the dyspeptic. 
Acid sauces and pickles render flsh more 
wholesome for the stomach, while butter 
has u tendency to prevent digestion, while 
spico and salt used in moderate quantities 
facilitate tlie digestive process One of tha 
best Fauces thut can bo used with flsh it' 
lemon juice.—New York Ledger.

now Cavalry Horses Are Selected For 


the TTnlted States Army. 


I happened to be at the Presidio not 


long sinco whon the contractor for furnish- 
ing cavalry horses to the government sub- 
mitted several animals to n board of army 
oiHcers detailed to make the final inspec 
tlon. 
Of the horses presented only one 


was rejected, and thnt wns on account of 
a cold brought about by exposure to drafts 
while in transit from the point of prellm- 
iniiry inspection to San Francisco. 


A preliminary inspection is made at the 


place where the contractor purchases the 
animals by a representative of the govern- 
ment, who generally accompanies the con- 
tractor on his horse purchasing trips, thus 
avoiding the expense of buying horses 
which arc sure to bo subsequently rejected 
for various defects. 
At the preliminary 


inspection a few first class, many fair and 
a supjrftbundancoof indifferent and medi- 
ocre horses are presented. 
The contractor 


informed me that about one of every 50 
examined at the preliminary inspection 
comes up to the requirements; that ho had 
traveled for thrco and four days at a time, 
visited horse ranches and looked at several 
hundred horses without seeing one that 
came up to the specifications. 
I was also 


informed that the class of horses required 
by the government are getting very scarce 
in California, and that many of the cav- 
alry horses now at the Presidio wore pur- 
chased in the states of Oregon and Wash- 
ington. 


Cavalry horses aro purchased by the 


quartermaster's department under the 
contract system. Proposals for furnishing 
cavalry horsos arc invited, and the con- 
tract is awarded to the lowest bidder. Tho 
cavalry horso must bo a gelding of hardy 
color, 4 to 8 years old, 15K hands high, 
nnd weigh about 1,000 pounds. 
He mus( 


bo gentle under the saddle, free 
an<3 


prompt at the walk, trot and gallop; broad 
forehead; eyes lurgo and prominent, and 
possess perfect vision. Ho is thoroughly 
examined for splints, side bonos, ring- 
bones, curbs, spavins and any trouble, lo- 
cal or constitutional, which may tend to 
shorten his usefulness or render the ani- 
mal unserviceable. The nostrils should be 
large and occupy nearly the whole facial 
structure. Tho mouth should be small, 
with thin, firm lips. The eyes should be 
large and mild, with fine eyelids. Tho 
ears should be delicate and pointed. The 
feet should bo of medium size, due regard 
being given to the size and shape of the 
horso, and there should be no visible dif- 
ference in the feet as to size and form 
The tail is more ornamental in well bred 
than underbred horsos. A fine silk mana 
characterizes well bred horses. 


The cavalry horso must bo without blem- 


ish or defect, sound in every particular. 
Literally speaking, it is more difficult for 
a horso to got into the cavalry service than 
it is for a recruit to enter the army on hia 
first enlistment.—San Francisco Chron- 
iolo. 


Too Much "Wafting." 


Ezra Stiles, president' of Yulo college, 


1778-85, was one of the most learned men 
of his day. Ho wns always a student. Ha 
took up Hebrew after he was 40. He knew 
Greek and Latin thoroughly and wel- 
comed Dr. Franklin to New Haven in an 
offhand Latin oration. 
Among his lin- 


guistic studies were tho Chtildee, Syriac, 
Samaritan, Arabic, Coptic and Persian 
languages. 


Ho corresponded with Indian Pavsees, 


was something of an electrician, some- 
thing of a mathematician, something of a 
chemist, something of a theologian, and 
loved to indulgo In political speculations 
which, strangely for a Now England par- 
son of that generation, were full of breezy 
democratic optimism. He mapped out an 
ideal commonwealth, which be confident- 
ly expected to appear on American ground, 
of which Chnnccllor Kent said, in a Phi 
Buta Kappa address, that "it was far su- 
perior to the schemes sketched by Milton 
or Locke or Hume." 


President Stiles was not a large man, 


nor had he an Imposing presence. But he 
loved to wear a big wig much becurled 
and was fond of ceremony. 
Though 


prolific writer, he published little, but left 
forty odd bound volumes of manuscripts, 
which are preserved at Yale. 


A fragment, quoted by Donald G. Mitch 


ell In his "American Land and Letters," 
shows that even in those days "spread 
eaglelsm" flourished. Eulogizing George 
Washington .in an election sermon, he«ays: 


"Thy fame is of sweeter perfume than 


Arabian spices in the garden of Persia. A 
Baron de Stouben shall waft ita fiagranoe 
to the monarch of Prussia. A Marquis de 
Lafo}rette shall waft It to a far greater 
monarch and diffuse thy renown through- 
out Europe. Listening angola shall oatoh 
the odor, waft It to heaven and perfume 
the universe."

France's Daring Corps Composed of Social 


Outcasts. 


No questions aro ever a=kod of the man 


who wishes to become a "binbi, " or mem- 
ber of tlmt RO called foreign legion of the 
French army to which is invariably as- 
signed the most clangorous duty in war 
and which, ns a rule, leads a forlorn hope. 
Whenever there aro hardships to bo borne 
to which tho authorities do not care to ox- 
pose the regular lino regime its tho foreign 
legion is 1m armbly selected. 


Unlike other French regiments, it is en- 


tirely composed of men who havo volun- 
tarily enlisted. Some aro French, but 
half of the corps are foreigners. 
A num- 


ber of Americans and Englishmen are in 
tho legion. 
There is scarcely a man in tho 


brigade who has not a history of a more 
or loss romantic and frequently dramatic 
character. 
Thus in ono company were 


found a Roumanian prince, who was un- 
der suspicion of having murdered his 
brother; an Italiau lieutenant colonel of 
cavalry, bearhiK nn lllus-trlous name, who 
had been disgracefully dismissed from 
King Humbert's army for cheating at 
cards; a Russian nihilist prince, who hnd 
escaped from Siberia; an ex-canon of tho 
cathedral of Notre Dame, Paris, who had 
been suspended from tho ecclesiastical 
functions for immorality; an English ex- 
major of hussars and a German count, 
who bad not only served as lieutenant 
colonel in tho First regiment of guards at 
Berlin, but who had also held a position 
on the military staff of the late emperor of 
Germany. 


Eight thousand men constitute the bri- 


gade know n as the foreign legion, and of 
these at least 5,000 aro men of education 
and breeding. All these men serve as 
simple privates in the ranks and aro sub- 
jected to the iron discipline for which tho 
corps is celebrated.
